Buscoe people who are interested in 


providing the community with sotue 
form of government other then that 
afforded by tbe township have aban 
doned the plan of annexation to C»- 
shocton and are doing their best to in- 
duce residents to incorporate the 
town as a village. 


A year ago a number of Roecoe peo- 


ple having the best wishes of tbe com- 
munity at heart selected Leander 
Mi rise. L. D. Schott and B. T. Coup- 
ton to circulate a petition asking that 
tbe town be annexed to Coshocton. 
They met with success at tbe start, 
but strong opposition developed, and 
tbe 
matter 
dragged. 
At length 
they 
secured 
a 
majority 
of 


three, out this was deemed a slender 
thread on which to work. If so many 
people ware opposed to annexation it 
was thought best to let the matter 
drop and say no more about it. 
This 


met with general approval although 
it was a bitter disappointment to 
many persons who desired to become 
a part of Coshocton because of tbe ad- 
vantages in fire and police protection 
and general improvements. 


Another reason why the movement 


for annexation was abandoned lay in 
tbe fact that tbe petition bad been 
drawn while Coshocton was a village, 
and it would be necessary to have an- 
other before council could act. 


Then the advocates of village gov- 


ernment began to press their claims, 
and Saturday evening the old commit- 
tee circulated a petition with that ob- 
ject in view. Tbey say they will push 
tbe matter in tbe hope that Roscoe 
may have tbe improvement it needs. 
Opposition has not developed,and it is 
thought tbe greater number favor a 
new form ot government. 


The annexationists are still firm in 


the belief that Roscoe should hi a 
part of Cosbocton, and the opinion is 
expressed that after the experience 
with a village government the spirit 
for annexation will crow.

nation. Is revered by Englishmen be- 
cause of its association v 1th the mem- 
ory of Quwen Victoria, says the New 
York Worid. It was there she liked 
beat to sojourn with the prince eon- 
aort, and it was there she died. Per- 
haps no choice of a gift by King Ed- 
ward would be more gratifying to the 
kingdom than Osborne House. 


In comparison with other royal resi- 


dences Oeborne House Is new. It waa 
built in IS40 on tbe Isle of Wight, over- 
looking the Sol«?ut- Tbe name is an 
ancieut one and is properly "Auster- 
bume." the "Easter Brook-" The es- 
tate was held for many yean by ait 
old Island family, tbe Bowermane, 
from whom it was purchased by 
Eustace Mann during the reign of 
Charles L 


Tradition has It that during tbe civil 


war Mann buried his wealth In a wood 
on the estate and afterward could not 
find It. The place la known to this day 
as "Money Coppice." 


His granddaughter married a man 


named Blackford, who built the first 
Osbome House. Lady Isabella Black- 
ford, a descendant, sold the estate to 
Queen Victoria In 1S40. It has since 
been enlarged until at tbe present time 
It comprises 3.000 acres extending from 
Medina on the west to Brooks Copse 


I on tbe east. 
I Osborne House was the private prop- 
• erty of the sovereign. It Is known as 
one of the most beautiful palaces In 
' Great Britain. The structure is In the 
' style of Palladlo. It embodies, more- 
over, many of the ideas o* the prince 
consort and reflects In a measure 
Queen Victoria's tastes. A bell tower 
ninety feet hipb rises above the palace, 
and behind the apartments occupied 
by Queen Victoria is a flag-tower 107 
feet high. The rooms are filled with 
rare pictures, statues end costly fur- 
nishings. 


In the council room, one of the most 


magnificent in the palace and located 
in the pavilion, hangs Landseer's fa- 
mous painting. "The Deer Drive." 


The gardens are arranged in terraces, 


sloping to the water's edge, where is 


', located a little Jetty built for the queen. 
I The prince consort established a mod- 
I el farm on the estate, to which the j 
j queen nnd he gave much attention.

It ivas at Osborne House that the 


quean chose to rest during tbe illness 
which resulted in her death. 


Princess Henry of Battenberg, the j 


queen's youngest daughter, was ap- i 
pointed governor of the Isle of "Wight 
by her royal parent and ruled from Os- 
borne House.

Crew Mutinied. 


Manilla, Aug. 18.—The native crew 


of the interinstOar steamer Mis Her- 
manos mutinied at Port Viroc. Island 
of Catanduanes. last Thursday. They 
murdered the chief of the vessel and 
wounded the captain, the mate, the 
second officer and one of the passen- 
gers, all of whom are 
Spaniards. 


Members at the native constabulary 
went to the rescue of the ship's om- 
cers.

Twenty-five ol 
the crew surrendered and five jumped 
overboard and are believed to have 
been drowned- During the fighting on 
the Mis Hermanos the steamer ran 
aground, bat was subsequently floated.

1-iO financial eau of —--- 
strike Is being kept up in a very sat 
Isfactory manner and we have been 
able to relieve every case of distress 
There is no doubt that we will be 
able to continue to do tnia." 


"It is true that some of the miners 


have left the field. When the strike 
first hrofee out quite a number of the 
non-English-speaking young men re- 
turned to their native countries, and 
other miners have gone to the bitumi- 
nous fields and secured employment. 
There bas been very little emigration 
of miners ol iate. however. I erpect 
that til told about 16.000 men have 
left tbe anthracite field since tbe 
strike began. Except for these the 
number cf strikers Is as large aa ever. 
There have been shianients of soft 
coal into the eastern market, but ! 
can not eay how many tons. There 
have been no shipments of anthracite 
coal since the strike began, and the 
supply of that article fas now practi- 
cally exhausted." Mr. MItchel insists 
the men must and will win tbe strike.
